1. THE MORNING SUMMARY OF NOVEMBER 14 CONTAINED 
REYKJAVIK'S 1349 REPORTING RESULTS OF THE FIRST MEETING. 

WHEN THE SUMMARY WAS REPEATED TO YOU, THE FOLLOWING PARA- 
GRAPH WAS LEFT OUT. QUOTE GOOD ATMOSPHERE PREVAILS IN IDF 
NEGOTIATIONS - EMBASSY REYKJAVIK REPORTS THAT THE FIRST 
MEETING OF THE SECOND ROUND OF ICELANDIC DEFENSE FORCE (IDF) 
NEGOTIATIONS PROCEEDED SMOOTHLY WITH UNDER SECRETARY PORTER 
OUTLINING THE US APPROACH SUPPORTING CIVILIANIZATION PRO- 
VIDING THE IDF RETAIN A DEFENSE CAPABILITY. ICELAND'S 

FOREIGN MINISTER AGUSTSSON SAID FOR THE FIRST TIME THAT HE 
ACCEPTED THE NEED TO BE REASONABLE ON THE QUESTION OF 
MILITARY UNITS REMAINING IN ICELAND. THE NEXT MEETING IS 
SCHEDULED FOR NOVEMBER 15. END QUOTE

6. KOREA - IN MEETING WITH AMB. SCALI NOVEMBER 13, PRC 

AMB HUANG REAFFIRMED CHINESE COMMITMENT TO CONSENSUS OUT 
COME. HE SAID, HOWEVER, THAT FURTHER DELAY IN SURFACING 
CONSENSUS IS NECESSARY DUE TO CONTINUING PROBLEMS IN 
LINING UP ALL DPRK SUPPORTERS. HUANG NOW TALKS IN TERMS 
OF NOVEMBER 16 OR NEXT WEEK AS TIME FOR IOINT APPROACH TO 
FIRST COMMITTEE CHAIRMAN TO SECURE THIRD PARTY GUARANTY

THAT ALGERIAN PRES B OUMEDIENNE HAS SENT MESSAGES URGING 
ALL NON-ALIGNED CHIEFS OF STATE TO SUPPORT HOSTILE RES.
